turned to work. Several have secured 
work at other points, and do not ex 
pect to again go back to thJ B. & 0. 
Tho strikers claim that they have 
the best part of the strike and that 
the company U losing large wads ot 
money each day by m>t giving In to 
them. The company on tho other 
hand, fnysi lhac it Is gtvtlsnen'. 


The strikers declare that the rolling 


stock of the road Is going down at a 
rapid rate and that the strike breakers 
here are not machinists. 
They say 


Ihat many trains are delayed by the 
engines belnft out of repair, nnd that 
break downs occur all along the line. 
They attribute to tho poor repair of 
cylinders the delay to n train of 45 
minutes In Plttsburg a few daya ago 
wfaeu a crossing was blocked for up- 
wards ot an hour. 


The machinists have been criticising 


the Boilermakers and blacksmiths for 
entering into an agreement with the 
company white they wero striking. 
The former say that they were mis- 
led.

inary Injunction was granted against

South Brownsville restraining them 
from tearing up tho tracks; of tho Un- 
lontown, Brownsville and West Side 
Railway. 
Tho railway company be- 


gan tho construction of a trolley line 
la tho borough several years ago. and 
after building a mllo of It abandoned 
tho project, as tho West Ponn Com- 
pany was rapidly completing its line 
between Unlontown and Brownsville. 


Recently tho Council has complain- 


ed that the street which tho unused 
lino traverses Is In bad repair and 
have notified tho company to repair 
It. Tho company has failed to do so 
and tho Council decided to tear up 
tho tracks and sell tho rails and ties, 
from which It la now temporarily re- 
strained. A hearing -will be held la 
tho casa tomorrow morning.

RATE ON SUCK 


WLLJ5E FOUGHT 


For Fifteen Cent Duty Is the 


Next Thing to Free 


Coal. 


IT WAS NOT ALWAYS 
THUS 


Great Thing for New England Manu- 


facturers, Who Get Slack From Nova 
Scotia — Adoption of Rate a Blow to 
American Coal Producers.

WASHINGTON', Juno 2S.— A feature 


of the coal tariff adopted by tho Sen- 
ato that has received little attention 
but Is likely to bring great comfort 
to Now England manufacturers is tho 
duty on slack. Tho rato fixed on tho 
latter Is 16 cents ft ton, which Is tho 
next thing to free fuel. 


It was not always thus. In the 


Dlngley law no distinction was made 
between coal ant! Black and tho duty 
on each was 07 cents a ton. In the 
Payne bill tho Dlngley rato was re- 
tained with tho very Important pro- 
vision that coal should bo admitted 
froo from any country that admitted 
American coal free of duty. 


Senator Aid rich struck out tho reci- 


procal clause and recommended a duty 
of 60 ccnts-a ton. on cool-and 16 cents 
a ton on slack. 


It happens that slack Is a subject 


ot no Interest to tho householder but 
constitutes tho entire fuel problem fur 
most of tha 
manufacturers 
within 


reach, of a bituminous fuel supply. 
Kvon under present 
conditions, 
be- 


causo It Is cheaper than coal, slack to 
tho amovint of hundreds ot thousandth 
of tons is Imported by Now England 
manufacturers from Nova Scotia.' If 
the Senate bill becomes 
law 
then 


there will bo a strong additional rea- 
son for '-favoring it and hundreds of 
manufacturers now using coal 
will 


turn to slack. Tho prico now In its 
favor will bo increased by the differ- 
ence In the duty which will bo 45 
cents a ton. 


This fact has not escaped tho at- 


tention of tho American coal produc- 
ers and ail possible pressure will bo 
brought on tho 
Hcniso 
Conference 


Committee to refuse to accept 
tho 


Senate differential. 


Senator Burton ot Ohio, who -was 


most active In the efforts made in the 
Senate to bring about acceptance ot 
the free coal proposition of tho House 
spoke particularly for the coal pro- 
ducers of Ohio and the northern part 
ot West Virginia. They ship millions 
of tons of coal Into the central part ot 
Canada every year. It has been said 
that tho Grand Trunk Railway, which 
gets much of its fuel supply from this 
country, pays customs duties to the 
amount of $1,000,000 a year Into the 
Canadian treasury. 


Whether Canada would accept an 


offer to join this country In abolishing 
customs duties Is a disputed question. 
Aid rich has said that ho has informa- 
tion that the Dominion would not a.c- 
cept such an offer. It needs tho 'rev- 
enue. The exports of American coal 
to Canada amount to about 7,000,000 
tons and the imports from Canada to 
the United States to about 1,500,000 
tons' annually.

He said lie 
had'been employed by J. L. Evans for 
131 years, and was to be relied upon to 
taku her to the hospital as rapidly as 
possible. 


The young lady became suspicious 


of the negro, who had been drinking, 
and declined to go. Ho returned, in. 
about 15 minutes and again asked her 
to go with .him. This time the sick 
person was at Dunbar. The nurse for 
a second time declined to accompany 
hirn.

Complaint on this «core Is In danger 


of becoming Intermittently chronic, 
not hecaUBo the 
complainants 
are 


cranks, but bocniiso the reform* which 
the railroad officials from time to time 
Inaugurate are not lasting. 


Were wo not convinced that this 


unearthly sbrioklng In altogether un 
necessary to the proper operation of 
the railroad, we would be chary of 
fathering a bunch of kicks; but oa a 
recent occasion, when an official of 
the company residing In Connollsvlllo 
•was 111 unto (Until, and the tooting 
.•whlntlea wnr«> painful and even dung- 
«rous to him, It wan discovered to the 
publlo that the railroad could ho op- 
erated successfully without ouch clum 
eroua din. 


That being a fact, there is no ex- 


tune for tho continuance of this pub- 
lic annoyance. It Is at all times a 
hardship to certain portions ot the 
town, and lu certain conditions of 
the weather 
It robs almost every- 


body ot that chiincc to rest which In 
essential to health nnd happiness. 


We protest, not ngalnat any tieceu- 


enry noises which tho Baltimore & 
Ohio any make lu the operation of 
Its railroad, but ngaliut the Infernal 
Uproar which gome locomotive engi- 
neers carelessly, recklessly or devil- 
ishly, cnuse.
